Elle fait aussi une bonne part a l'histoire de la philosophie, qui a donne* lieu, 
chez nous, a de nombreux travaux dont il importe que la tradition ne reste pas 
interrompue. 

En un mot, par la varie'te' de ses articles et par l'abondance de ses renseigne- 
ments, elle donne un tableau complet du mouvement philosophique et scientifique 
en Europe. 

Aussi a-t-elle sa place marque'e dans les bibliotheques des professeurs et de 
ceux qui se destinent a l'enseignement de la philosophie et des sciences ou qui 
s'inteYessent au deVeloppement du mouvement scientifique.
